Mighty efforts are being made by the German high command to 
check the alhed advance through picardy toward Peronne, Rove and 
Noyon. 
On the northern end of the battle line the British have 
not been able lo progress rapidly during the past 
night, 
although 
London reports unoffic'ally that the village of Bray has been entersd 
In the center strong German counter attacks seem to have held 
up the advance against vital points along the line. 
There is an un 
confirmed report, hov.ever, that Roye has been abandoned 
by 
the 
enemy. 
The battle is still confined within the limits fixed wnen the 
French extended the fighting area to the Oise. 
It has been expected that the combat might spread 
along 
the 
line, especially northward, but this development Has not yet been re 
ported. Interest in the Picardy battle now centers upon the German 
effort to stabilize the front along the line 
from 
Albert 
south 
to 
Chaulnes, and to check the French effort to envelop tile enemy's po 
sition at Lassigny. 
There has been an enemy effort, which had met with a measure 
of success, to hold tire northern flan k of the line firm ly, while the 
armies have pushed eatsw^rd in the direction of Peronne and Ham 
On the southern end o* the front the Germans have been unab'e 
so far to do more than slow down the progress cf the French. 
In 
this sector an important advance is reoorted in the fact the French 
have reached Antoval on the crest of the hills west 
n * 
Ribecouit 
In the German drive early in Ju n e, the fan of Antoval proved fatal 
to French troops to held th® valley of the Oise, as well as the forest 
of Carlepont, on th** ''ast hank. 
lf Antoval is firm ly 
held by the 
French, the German lines along the Oise, it seems, are in danger, and 
if the French continue to gain, The enemy’s retirement from ter. i 
tory held along the eastern bank of the river may be forced 
Reports would appear to indicate that the line where the pres 
ent heavy fighting is going en is not the one upon which the Cc 
mans have decided to stand definitely on the defensive. 
The com 
ing day or two probably will be marked by savage fighting, especial 
ly on the south, where the continued progress of the French wou'd 
weaken the whole German positi ons, if it does not turn the flan!- 
of the Noyon-Nesle line. which i 
appears may be the first def^n 
sive front on which the evenly m ay elect 
to 
stand. 
The front, as it stands today, runs in a generally 
straight line 
from the Somme southward to Giiloloy. 
where it
